New Drug Is Reported 
As Pneumonia Remedy 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 11.—(?)—A 
new chemical combining quinine, 
rare alcohols and other ingredients, 
offering hope of effectiveness for all 
types of pneumonia, was announced 
by scientists of the Mellon. Institute 
to the American Chemical Society 
here today. 

Announcing the preparation, C. 
L. Butler, Alice G. Renfrew and 
Leonatd H. Cretcher, added a warn- 
ing that physicians should not try 
to produce it by ordinary laboratory 


methods because of a danger of caus- 
ing poisonous results. 

In tests on animgls, the new drug 
has given remarkable results, the 
chemical society was told, and its 
effect on humans was described as 
“very encouraging.”

WASHINGTON, § Sept. 
New eruptions of textile strike vio- 
lence signaled. the mobilization of ad- 
ditional treops- today while labor 
leaders, their offer of arbitration un- 
accepted, asserted. the unions now 
must face the mill owners “on the 
field of conflict.” 

The presidential mediation board, 
headed by Governor John G. Winant, 
of New Hampshire, discussed ‘the sit- 
uation throughout the day and-on into 
the night with spokesmen for the 
manufacturers. . None would say what, 
if any, progress had been made. 
‘Meanwhile, militiamen sent te 
Saylesville, R. I. after a battle in 
which two men and a woman 73 years 
old sustained bullet wounds, were 
stoned by the remnants of a crowd 
of 2,000 pickets. Clubs, guns and 
tear gas had previously ended a sortie 
against a mill there. 

In Connecticut and Maine, nation-| 
al guardsmen waited in their armories 
for orders dispatching them: to trou- 
bled areas. Flying squadrons again 
at work in North Carolina resulted in 
orders increasing the militiamen on 
duty to 1.700, or nearly half the 
state’s entire national guard force.

The auto- 
mobile was driven by Mrs. Ruby Lan- 
ders, 23, of 126 Carrol street. Wit- 
nesses said the accident was unavoid- 
able, but Police Captain S. J. Roberts 
booked a technical charge of reckless 
driving against Mrs. Landers. 

Freeman, who died before reaching 
Grady hospital, was the thirty-eighth 

victim of automobile ac- 
cidents in the city limits 
of Atlanta this year. His 
death was the second fa- 
tality this month as the 
‘result of automobile accidents.

“RUSSIA AND THE LEAGUE. 

Despite the opposition of Portu- 
gal and Argentina and other of the 
smaller nations that are members of 
the League of Nations, it is appar- 
ent that the way is being cleared 
for the admission of soviet Russia 
to a permanent seat on the coun- 
cH of the League. 

The action of the council in 
agreeing in principle to welcome 
Russia, and the announcement that 
Poland has withdrawn its objec- 
tions, practically assures the elec- 
tion of the soviets to full member- 
ship by the League assembly now 
in session. 

The remarkable change in inter- 
mational conditions and attitudes 
during the past decade that makes 
possible the entrance of Russia into 
the League is succinctly outlined 
by Albin E. Johnson, noted Euro- 
pean commentator, in a recent issue 
of the Literary Digest. Mr. Johnson 
writes: 


Nothing that has happened since 
the armistice so clearly reveals the 
shifting sands upon which European 
diplomacy rests these days. A dec- 
ade ago Moscow's official affiliation 
with the League was utterly incon- 
aeivable. Five years ago the idea was 
still fantastic. The odds were 10 to 
1 that, between the two, the United

MAINE UPHOLDS NEW DEAL. 
The convincing manner in which 


the voters of Maine rallied to the 


Support of the New Deal in tlre 
election held Monday leaves little 


doubt as to the success with which |] 


democratic efforts to hold the pres- 
ent majority will be met in the 
other states of the Union. 


The saying that “As Maine goes, 
so goes the rest of the country,” 
is based on a more solid foundation 
than mere coincidence. Maine has 
never failed to foretell how the rest 
of the country would vote, because 
a democratic victory in so rock- 
ribbed a republican state reveals the 
existence of a swing of nation-wide 
proportions, ‘ 

In Monday’s election, the gov- 
ernorship race was the spearhead 
of the republican effort to regain 
the ground lost in the debacle of 
1932. The re-election of the demo- 
cratic incumbent for the first time 
in the history of the state leaves no 
doubt as to the sentiment of the 


voters of the state. As additional 
evidence in the retention of the 
two-to-one ratio in the state’s con- 
gressional delegation, the cutting of 
Senator Hale’s 70,006 majority in 
the last election to a few thousand, 
and the vote to repeal the state pro- 
hibition law, the latter issue having 
been supported by the democrats 
and opposed by the republicans. 


The significance of the demo- 


cratic sweep is emphasized by the 
pre-election statement of Senator 
Hale, republican, that “if Governor 
Brann is re-elected the G. QO. P. 
might as well shut up shop.” Not 
only was Brann re-elected by a large 
majority, but Hale, one of the out- 
standing republican leaders of the 
senate, won by only a narrow mar- 
gin. Representative Beedy, who has 
been among the most bitter oppo- 
nents of the New Deal, was, not so 
fortunate, being defeated by his 
democratic opponent. 


The Cemocrats could scarcely 
have hoped for a more decisive vic- 
tory than they won, while the re- 
sult is practically a death blow to 
the republican appeal for repudia- 
tion of the administration’s policies. 

One of the democratic congres- 
sional incumbents loses hig<Seat to 
former Governor Brewster, @ repub- 
lican, but this loss is more than 
offset by the defeat of Beedy, who 
has led the attack on Roosevelt by 
republican reactionaries in the 
house. Brewster’s persona] popu- 


larity and ability undoubtedly played 


an important part in his success. 
Congressman Utterback defeated 
Brewster at the last election by a 
few hundred votes out of a total 
vote of more than 80,000, but his 
service in the house has not been 


conspicuous,

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Candidate Content To 


‘Leave Fate With People, 
He Says Over Air. 


Ed A. Gilliam delivered his final 
word to the people of Georgia as a 
candidate for governor, in a radio :d- 
dress last night over station WGST. 

He made no prediction as to the 
outcome of the governor's race, but 
stated that his whole appeal has been 
to the intelligence and patriotism of 
the people and that he was content 
to leave the decision as to the plat- 
form and the fitness of the three 


candidates for governor in their hands. 

“If one man in Georgia has told 
me,” said Mr. Gilliam, “ten thousand 
have told me that they would vote for 
me, believing me to be the best man 
in the race and the man with the 
best platform, if they thought I had 
a chance. All of you who feel that 
way about my candidacy owe it to 
yourselves and to the state to vote 
for me, regardless of my chances and 
if you do, then my chances will be 
the best of any of the three candi- 
dates.” 

Mr. Gilliam summarized briefly the 
main planks of his platform, which 
are: (1) repeal of the Georgia pro- 
hibition law; (2) complete revision 
of the tax system of the state, includ- 
ing a retail sales tax and a uniform 
system of schools in every county, 
supported exclusively by the state; 
(3) taxing the gross receipts of trucks 
and buses operated for hire; (4) 
state civil service in all departments 
and institutions of the state; (5) 
control and regulation by the demo- 
cratic state executive committee of 
the campaign activities of all candi- 
dates for statewide offices. 

Prohibition Repeal. | 

In discussing prohibition repeal Mr. | 
Gilliam called attention to the fact 
that the people of Maine on Monday 
voted by a large majority to repeal 
the Maine prohibition law, which is 
the oldest state prohibition law in 
the United States. He said in his 
opinion a large majority of the peo- 
ple of Georgia agree with him on re- 
peal, and he declared that “every citi- 
zen who favors repeal in Georgia 
should vote for me, because only by 
voting for me can they get anywhere 
in the direction of repeal.” 

Mr. Gilliam said he entered the 
race for governor because he saw that 
the contest between Governor Tal- 
madge and Judge Pittman was going 
to be nothing more than the old-fash- 
ioned fight for factional control and 
in this connection he said it can be 
of little concern to the taxpayers 
which set of politicians control the 
state government, because ‘“‘one set 
will consume as much tax money as 
the other.” | 

“The politicians ‘who try to con- 
trol elections and candidates,” said 
I°r. Gilliam, “were mystified when I 
entered the race without their advice 
or permission. My candidacy was not 
born in a political caucus and I am 
proud it was not. My race has made 
less noise fan the race of my oppo- 
nents because I have not had the po- 
litical and financial backing which 
they have had.

ON ILL-FATED STEAMER 

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Sept 11.— 
.{4?)—Shrouded in a bluish-gray haze 
of smoke, the flame-wracked Morro 
Castle took’ on a still more sinister 
aspect in the eyes of watchers today 
when authorities expressed fears it 
might explode. 

The fire that a!ready has resulted 
in a heavy loss of life among passen- 
gers and crew still raged in the craft 
—<deserted by all who could escape— 
and there were apprehensions for a 
while that it would reach: gaseous 
fumes or ammonia in ‘fuel tanks. 

The beach and boardwalk were 
cleared of curiosity seekers and shop- 
keepers for a distance of a quarter 
of a mile when Captain William A. 
Hall, representing the Ward Line, 
told Acting Fire Chief William S. 
Taggart that the smoking hulk was a 
source of possible danger. 

Several hours afterward, however, 
fears of an explosion subsided and 
the police lines amorg the boardwalk 
were relaxed. 

Just before the explosion § scare, 
city firemen were preparing to take 
additional hose lines across the ship 
on a breeches buoy. Two lines previ- 
ously taken aboard were gradually 
flooding the ship and the firemen de- 
sired extra lines to enable them to 
reach the ship’s strongbox, containing 
the passengers’ valuables, up forward. 

Efforts also were benig made to 
cross the hot stecl decks separating 
the fireman from the quarters of 
Captain Robert R. Willmott, who 
had died of indigestion and heart dis- 
ease seven hours before his ship was 
swept by fire Saturday morning. 

The captain’s body had been laid 
out in his czbin, but its condition by 
now was a matter of conjecture. 

Two youths swam out to the ship 
under cover of darkness early today 
and set up a wave of excitement 
ashore when watchers discerned their 
phantom-like forms moving about on 
the wreck.

’ Eligible Cotton—Cotton of any year, 
tax-exempt or tax-paid, classed low 
middling or better as’ to grade » the 
beneficial title to which is _and- has 
always been.in the producer. . 

Eligible Borrowers—Producers who 
have signed cotton acreage agreements 
with the secretary of agriculture.for 
the crop years 1934-35 and 1935-36. 

Amount: of. Loans—Loans will be 
made upon. the basis of 12 cents *per 
pound for eligible cotton, classed low 
middling or better in grade-and 7-8 
inch or better in staple, and 11 cents 
per pound for such cotton classed low 
middling or better in grade and below 
7-8 inch in staple. 

Maturity of Loans—aAll loans will, 


by their terms, mature July 31, 1935, |' 


but the holder shall have the right to 
declare the note immediately due and 
payable when and so long as the 
price of middling 7-8 inch spot cotton 
on the New Orleans market shall be 
at or above 15 cents per pound; also 
in the event the borrower has commit- 
ed any act of omission or commission 
which renders him personally liable 
under the terms of the loan agree- 


ment. 

Liability of Producer—The produc- 
er shall not be personally liable un- 
less he has made a misrepresentation 
or misstatement in the loan agree- 
ment or in connection with obtaining 
the loan or fails to comply with the 
terms of the cotton acreage reduection 
agreement, 

Four Per Cent Interest. 


Rate of Interest—All producers’ 
loans shall bear 4 per cent interest. 

Forms—Loans will be made only 
upon prescribed form of cotton pro- 
ducers’ note and loan agreement pre- 
pared and furnished by Commodity 
Credit Corporation and made avail- 
able, with instructions and other loan 
documents, in the same manner as the 
forms were distributed for government 
loans upon the 1933 crop. Notes must 
not bear a date prior to the time of- 
ficial forms are available. 

Warehouses—Loans will be. made 
only upon negotiable insured ware- 
house receipts representing eligible cot- 
ton issued by warehousemen licensed 
under federal or state laws or ap- 
proved by Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, and accompanied by official cer- 
tifieates of tagging evidencing tax- 
paid or tax-exempt cotton. Insurance 
against loss or damage by fire for 
the full market value of the cotton 
must be-carried by the warehousemen. 
Warehousemen’s charges for storage, 
insurance and all usual services are 
limited to 25 cents per. bale per 
month, or the charges applicable under 
the warehousemen’s estabiished tariffs 
in existence at the time of the issu- 
ance of the warehouse receipts, which- 
ever is less. Warehousemen will also 
be required to certify to the eligibility 
of grade and staple of cotton offered 
as collateral. 

Manner of Handling Loans—Loans 
will be functioned by Community Cred- 
it Corporation through certain desig- 
nated loan agencies of the Reeon- 
struction Finance Corporation situ- 
ated in the cotton belt, in precisely 
the same manner as the 1933 loans 
were functioned. 

Loan Provisions Made. 

Banks, Co-operative Marketing As- 
sociations and Other Independent 
Lending Agencies—As in 19383, ar- 
rangements have been made to permit 
banks, co-operative marketing asso- 
ciations and other independent lend- 
ing agencies to make loans to pro- 
ducers in the first instance upon the 
prescribed form of note and loan 
agreement. 

Commodity Credit Corporation will 
purchase eligible paper at par with 
accrued interest at the rate of 31-2 
per cent per annum to the date of 
payment of the purchase price in in- 
stances where the lending agency 
tendering the note for purchase paid 
the face amount of the note to the 
maker on the date the said note was 
dated and handled the transaction 
without the intervention or use of 
any bank correspondents or agents 
or representatives other than the reg- 
ular and usual officers and employes 
of the lending agency and continuous- 
ly retained the beneficial interest and 
risk of loss on said note or notes 
as evidenced by the special form of 
certificate printed on the reverse side 
of the lending agency’s letter of trans- 
mittal. 

Banks and other lending agencies 
which cannot meet the requirements 
of the special certificate referred to 
above will be paid accrued interest at 
the rate of 21-2 per cent per annum. 
Commodity Credit Corporation will 
make loans direct to producers and 
will purchase eligible paper from 
lending agencies *° tendered at any 
designated loan agency of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation any 
time prior to July 1, 1935. 

Liens—All cotton accepted as se- 
curity to producers’ loans must be 
free and clear of all liens. All lien- 
holders must execute prescribed form 
of waiver and consent to pledge as 
contained in the loan agreement. — 

Insurance—Holders of notes desir- 
ing insurance coverage in addition to 
the insurance coverage provided ~by 
the warehousemen should obtain 
such coverage at their own expense. 

In addition to the insurance pro- 
vided by the warehousemen Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation has obtained 
a blanket insurance policy covering 
any differences between the market 
value of the cotton and the loan value 
plus interest and accrued charges, in 
the event that the market value of 
the cotton at the time and place of 
a fire loss is less than the amount 
of the note plus interest and accrued 
charges. This blanket policy also 
protects the corporation in the event 
the warehouseman fails to comply 
with the insurance requirements of 
the corporation and also covers any 
losses or damage to the cotton to the 
amount of the loan, plus interest afd 
charges, due to flood. It contains 
the usual subrogation clause whereby 
the underwriters, upon ayment of 
loss, are subrogated to the rights of

Administration 
spokesmen greeted the outcome as a 
whacking New Deal indorsement. 

From the republican camp came an 
assertion that billions ‘distributed 
supposedly for relief apparently can 
be used to influence voters.”

DuBord telegraphed Senator Lewis, 
democrat, Illinois, chairman of sena- 
torial campaign committee, that pre- 
cautions were being taken<to protect 
the ballots. Some saw in this an in- 
dication that Hale’s right to the seat 
would be contested. 

Maine re-elected a democratic gov- 
ernor—Louis J. Brann—for the first 
time in three-quarters of a century. 
While losing one house seat, that held 
by Representative John G. Utterback, 
to former Governor Ralph O. Brew- 
ster, republican, the democrats _pick- 
ed up another in the defeat of Rep- 
resentative Carroll LL. Beedy, vigor- 
ous opponent of the “New Deal.” Rep- 
resentative Edward CC.

VIII+-Education of Women. 
Ninety-five out of every hundred 
persons over the age of 10 in Canada 
can read the written word. This is 
a good record, and it would be even 
better if it were not that many In- 
dians and some foreign-bggn residents 
have not gone to school. Of English- 
speaking citizens of the same age 
group, only one out of 190 is not 
able to read and write. 


Vassar girls with. “daisy chain” on 
Class Day about 40. years ago. 


The figures for the United States 
are about the same. Four out ot each 
100 persons “10 years old or over, 
are not able to read or write. The 
record would be better if it were not 
that negroes lag -behind the whites 
in number who go to school. 

In Europe there are several coun- 
tries where 99 out of every 110 per- 
sous of school age and over can read

A New 
England town voted that a committre 
should have power to agree with the 
schoolmaster “to instruct girls twe 
hours in a day after the boys are 
dismissed.” In another place it was 
agreed “that two hours, ora part of 


‘that time, be devoted to the instrue- 


tion of females, as they are a tender 
and interesting branch of the commu- 
nity, and have been much neglected 
by the public schools of this town. 
However strange those words may 
seem, they were bold and brave for 
the time. Most other sections did not 
have public schools, or admit girls te 
schools, until much later. 
After the right was won for girls 
to go to the lower schools, there waa 
a new struggle to admit them to the 
higher schools. This, too, was won. 
“Female academies” grew up, and 
later came colleges for women. _Var- 
sar college, started in 1861, is justly 
famed as a pioneer in this field. 
Still later, women®were admitted to 
colleges and universities where only 
men had studied before. ‘Today there 
are ema of _— ba ee hd 
colle grees, and the number 
"s Women have ‘become 
lawyers, doctors and scientists, and 
have gone into other fields as well. .

It is easy. enough to duck if one 
is confident of being able. to swim 
out, and to take a finesse when it 
does. not mean the difference be- 
tween success and. complete disaster ; 


but when a line of play means either 
everything or nothing, many players 
get what the hunters call buck fever. 
Often the Declarer’s contract will de- 
pend upon risking a finesse when, if 
the finesse loses, not only a. trick 
but the entire suit will be lost. Thus, 
in the following diagram, when the 
establishment of the suit is vital to

If North has no entry, and two 
tricks in clubs are not sufficient 
South must lead the club three and 
duck, playing neither of North’s hon- 
ors.

Now, when South 
regains the lead, the six of clubs will 
be led and the Queen finessed. If 
East holds the King, South will never 
win even one trick in clubs, though 
Dummy holds the Ace. If the Queen 
wins and the Ace clears the suit, 
then the suit has developed five tricks. 
There may not be much hope that 
this will happen, but where it is the 
only chance it must be attempted.

Against the three-notrump contract 
West opens the heart three, on which 
Dummy plays the nine, East the Jack 
and South the King. South now leads 
the club three, West pave the nine, 
Dummy the four and East the deuce. 
West cleverly continues with the club 
Jack immediately, hoping that South, 
by inverse psychology, will suspect 
him of attempting some sort of ruse 
and will finesse. The first club trick, 
however, was most enlightening for 
South. East allowed West to hold 
the trick with the nine, whéfeas if 
East had held the Ten or Jack, re- 
gardless of what other cards he might 
have had, he would surely have over- 
taken the first trick to lead a heart, 
for East could have no way of know- 
ing that West held the Ace of hearts, 
and if South held the heart Ace and 
West the heart Queen, West could not 
continue the suit without presenting 
a trick to North’s Ten. Following this 
line of reasoning, South can read 
two possible distributions in clubs— 
either West originally held K J 10 9 
and East a singleton, or East now 
has the unguarded King. In either 
case the suit cannot be brought in 
if the Queen is finessesd, so Dummy’s 
elub Ace is put up. As it happens, 
the ane falls and South takes eleven 
tricks. 


Even if South’s reasoning had heen 
wrong, if East had followed to the 
second club but had not played the 
King, the hand could still have been 
made against practically any or 
a third round of clubs and South 
would have dropped the heart Queen. 
Upon regaining the lead South would 
have led a heart and it would have 
been very difficult for East and 
West to avoid either letting Dummy 
in with the Ten or hearts or establish- 
ing the eighth and ninth tricks in 


diamonds.
